This matter was taken up with the State House, and 
we found that we could not consider this proposition, as it is 
. impossible to collect a foot tax on unoccupied land as there is 
not anolaw to uphold the town in making the property 
Owners pay any such tax. 

The next thing we considered was the propositions of 
the neighboring towns as to their plan of making water ex- 
tensions. We found that these towns are working on a 10 
percent basis. This is a more expensive plan than our own, 
so we decided that this plan could not be used. 

After considering this matter from all angles, we. de- 
cided that the present plan with a little change, was the hest 
policy for the town to follow. : 

The Committee therefore recommends that the town 
adopt a general policy of charging 6 per cent of the cost of 
extension and installation for a period of ten years to all 
takers who apply for extensions, and that the Water Com- 
missioners be authorized to enter into contracts with such 
takers whereby such takers shall guarantee the payment of 
such a sum for said period of ten years, and also, that all 
other persons wishing to connect onto these lines within the 
ten year period be obliged to pay a proportionate part of the 
original cost of the extension as decided by the Water 
Board to be fair and just, for the remaining years of this ten 
year period, and enter into contract with the Water Board 
before any connection is made. 

We also recommend that all contracts be signed and in 
the hands of the Water Commissioners before any pipe is 
bought or any money expended on any extension.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE ScHoor, ComMITTEE oF MILLIs: 
School Organization 

A single grade for each teacher is the ideal school or- 
ganization Pupils of approximately the same age and at- 
tainments, working with a common purpose at the same 
studies form an efficient unit in the educational process. 
Two or more grades in the same room are a source of more 
orless distraction to each other and to the teacher. If, how- 
ever, the total number of pupils in a room is small, the plan 
of a single grade to a teacher may be too expensive and im- 
practicable. In such cases.it is quite possible to combine 
certain classes as a single grade in some studies often with 
good results. Pupils of a higher grade when reciting with a 
lower class are desirious of appearing at their best; those of a 
lower grade are stimulated by the example of those above 
them. 

The fact that must not be forgotten is that any system of 
grading isforthe benefit of the individual pupils, and not 
for the sake of maintaining a system. For this reason 
students of unusual ability should not be refuse a chance to 
enter a higher grade during the school year. There may be 
but one or two such pupils in a class yet the opportunity for 
accelerated promotion should be open to any who may be 
able to take advantage of it.
